t . ORDER 

22nd May, 2007 

1. The Central Government vide Notification No. S.O. 2034 (E) dated 27th November 2006 in pursuance of its 

powers conferred by the Proviso to sub-section (3) of Section 3, of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘said Act’) has declared United Liberation Front of Asom (hereinafter referred to as ‘ULFA’) 
along with all its factions, wings and front organizations as unlawful associations for further period of two years from 27th 
November 2006 to 26th November 2008. The Central Government being of the firm opinion that it was necessary to extend 
the ban on ULFA along with all its factions, wings and front organizations as unlawful associations for a further period of 
two years, directed that the Notification, subject to any order that may be made by the Tribunal, shall have effect from the 
date o£its publication in the Official Gazette. * 

2. The Notification states that the ULFA and the various wings thereof has as its professed aim, the "Liberation ” 
of Assam from the Indian Union through an armed struggle in alliance with other armed secessionist organizations of the 
North East Region as well as to struggle for the national liberation of the lndo-Burma region in alliance with like minded 
organisations of that region and thereby, the secession of Assam from the Union of India. 

f 3. Consequent upon the Notification referred to above, reference was made under Section 4( 1) of the said Act to 
this Tribunal constituted vide a Gazette Notification No. S.O. 2119(E) dated 19th December 2006 for adjudicating whether 
or not there is sufficient cause for extending the ban, declaring ULFA as an unlawful organisation.

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4. On 3rd January 2007, notices were directed to be issued to the ULFA along with all its factions, wings and front 
organisations under sub-section (2) of Section 4 of the said Act to show cause within thirty (30) days why they should not 
be declared as unlawful. It was directed that notices be served upon the said organisations at their principal office(s) or by 
affix ing a copy of the notice at some conspicuous part thereof. In addition notices were directed to be served by publication 
in two naiional newspapers (one in Hindi & one in English). Besides, the aforesaid notices were also directed to be issued 
by broadcasting on All India Radio (AIR) & telecast on Doordarshan and by proclaiming by the beat of drum or by means 
of loudspeakers in the areas where the activ ities of the aforesaid organizations/associations are ordinarily carried on. 

3. Affidavits of service of Shri A.K. Goya), Director to the Government of India dated 19th February, 2007 and 
Shri S.K. Roy. Joint Secretary, Home & Political Department Secretariat Dispur, Guwahati, Government of Assam dated 23rd 
February, 2007 have been filed. 

6 . J he Affidavit of service of Shri A.K Goyal states that the said notice was forwarded by the Central Government 
to the Chief Secretary', Government ol Assam tor tak ing action to serve the same and the Government of Assam published 
it in four local newspapers, viz. Indian Express (English) dated 22nd January', 2007; Dainik Jagran (Hindi) dated 
21st January 200/; Amar Asoni (Vernacular) dated 19th January', 2007 and the Assam Tribune (English) dated 
1 9th January. 2007. Copies of the newspaper clippings have been filed with the Affidavit. The notice is also stated to have 
been telecast and broadcast trom Doordarshan Kendra, Guwahati and the regional news bulletin through Guwahati Station 
of. AIR on ! st 1 ebruary, 2007 and the extension of ban on CEFA was telecast on the Assamese bulletin at 7:00 p.m. on 
2-" rd J anuary. 2( >0 through Doordarshan Kendra. Guwahati. Copies of letters received to this effect from the said agencies 
have been hied, further, the notice was also affixed at conspicuous places publicly and prominently in all twenty-three (23) 
districts of the State of Assam. Copies of letters received to this effect from police authorities of concerned districts have 
been filed. 

1 he affidavit of service of Shri S.K. Roy, Joint Secretary, Home & Political Department Secretariat Dispur, 
Government ol Assam, Guwahati also states that the said notice was published in four local newspapers, viz, Indian Express 
(English) dated 22nd January, 2007; Dainik Jagran (Hindi) dated 21st January, 2007; Amar Asom (Vernacular) dated 
1 9th January. 200 and the Assam Tribune (English) dated 19th January, 2007. Copies of the newspaper clippings have 
been f tied \\ ith the Affidavit. The notice is also stated to have been telecast on regional news bulletin of AIR Guwahati at 
9:25 p.m. on i st February, 2007 and also broadcast in the Assamese news bulletin at 7:00 p.m. on 23rd January', 2007 of 
Doordarshan Kendra, Girwahati. I rue copies of letters received to this effect from the said agencies have been filed. 
Further, the notice was served by way of beating ot drums/announcements through loudspeakers in conspicuous places/ 
hauls/"bazaars, pasting of notice at the offices of District Magistrates/Tehsildars and the police stations, service on the 
family members oi known UEFA activists in presence of independent witnesses in the district of Assam. Communications 
received from the concerned authorities have been filed. 

<S. Notices could not be directly served upon the office bearers of the organisations or their respective officers 
since the location of such officers or office bearers was not known. 

9 Thus- notices have been duly served in terms of the order dated 3rd January', 2007. 

10 In spite of the service of the notices, no object ion/'reply/written statement has been filed on behalf of the 
Ul i A within the stipulated period ol thirty (30) days from the date ofservicp or even after the said period. Also there is no 
appearance on behalf of the UEFA either in person or through counsel. However, a letter has been received from Shrimati 
Momi Gogoi. who has stated that she is unable to appear, as she is undergoing medical treatment and the doctors have 
advised her complete bed rest for a period of two months from 16th January, 2007. The next sitting was, thus, fixed on 
20th March. 2007 but the said Mrs. Gogoi did not appear despite personal intimation of the date nor was there any further 
communication received from her. A letter received on 26th February, 2007 from Shri Phulen Moran states that his son 
Shri Diganta Moran @ Sunu Rangpi @ Moon Hazarika is missing since the last ten (10) years but he does not know his 
whereabouts or about what is his business and he has no connection with him. It was also stated that he (Shri Phulen 
Moran) has no connection with ULFA and he is an agriculturist by profession and there is no pass (past) record of his 
involvement with crimes. 

11. 1 he C entry 1 Government was represented through Mr. P.P. Malhotra, Additional Solicitor General, Mr. Shailendra 
Sharma & Ms. Monika Garg,^Advocates and the State of Assam through Ms. Krishna Sarma, Mr. Riku Sarma & 
Ms. Minakshi Sarma, Advocates. 

12. it has been stated in the notification that the Central Government is of the opinion that the ULFA has: 

(i indulged in various illegal and violent activities intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
India in furtherance of its objective of liberating Assam; 

(ii) aligned itself with some other unlawful associations of North Eastern Region to secede Assam from India; 
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(iii) in pursuance of its aims and objectives, engaged in several unlawful and violent activities during the currency 
of its declaration as an unlawful association. 

13. The Central Government was also of the opinion that the ULFA in pursuance of its aims & objectives has 
indulged in various unlawful and violent activities including: 

(0 437 violent incidents, which are attributed to ULFA during the period from 1st January, 2004 to 31st July, 2006; 

(ii) killing of 148 persons including 26 members of security forces which are attributed to ULFA during in period 
1 st January, 2004 to 3rd July, 2006; 

(iii) indulging in a spate of extortion and secessionist activities, and endangering live of innocent Citizens, in 
addition to its acts of kidnapping for ransom; 

(iv) embarking on a programme of restructuring its organizational network at grass root level by launching a quiet 
but systematic drive for recruitment of fresh cadres and revamping the district anchalik and sakha committees, 
while continuing its violent and insurgent activities; 

(v) making publicity wing of the organization active, which has published clandestine leaflets, magazines 
highlighting the goal of the outfit, alleged exploitation by the Central Government and exhorting the people to 
join the so-called liberation struggle and thereby subverting their loyalties; 

(vi) instructing its cadres to compile the list of police informers and government collaborators and to identify 
targets for retaliatory action against them; 

(vii) instructing the army wing of ULFA to mingle with the common people and execute assigned tasks; 

(viii) establishing sanctuaries and a number of training camps in neighboring countries; 

14. The Central Government is also of the opinion that the activities of ULFA are .detrimental to the sovereignty 
and integrity of the Union of India for the aforementioned reasons and, if these unlawful activities of ULFA are not 
immediately curbed and controlled it may take the opportunity to: 

(i) mobilize its cadres for escalating its secessionist, subversive and violent activities; 

(ii) openly propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces mimical to India’s sovereignty and national 
integrity;. 

(iii) indulge in increased killing of civilians and targeting of police and security force personnel; 

(iv) procure and induct more illegal arms and ammunitions from across the border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds and illegal taxes from the public for its unlawful activities; 

15. The Tribunal thought it fit to receive evidence by way of affidavits so as to expedite the matter. The affidavits 
of evidence of 23 witnesses on behalf of the State of Assam and a substantial affidavit of evidence on behalf of the Central 
Government were filed. 

16. Sittings of the Tribunal were held from 9th May 2007 to 11th May, 2007 at the Delhi High Court premises, Sher 
Shah Road, New Delhi after wide publication in vernacular and national newspapers giving notice to the general public that 
evidence of witnesses would be recorded on the said dates. The witnesses were available for cross-examination with the 
relevant records. The statements ofPW-1 to PW-10 were recorded on 9th May, 2007 and of PW-11 to PW-24 on 10th May, 
2007. The Central Government and State of Assam closed their evidence. On the dates fixed for recording evidence there 
was no representation from the ULFA, Also, despite opportunity given no one from the public or ULFA' appeared to tender 
any affidavit/’evidence. Thereafter the case was listed for arguments on 17th May, 2007, on which date common written 
submissions of the Union of India and State of Assam were filed and arguments heard. Again there was no representation 
on behalf of ULFA. 

17. The witnesses who have deposed on behalf of the State of Assam include Superintendent of Police, Special 
Operations unit in-charge of monitoring the terrorist activities in the entire State, Superintendents of Police, in-charge of the 
maintenance of law and order in various districts of the State of Assam and Shri S.K. Roy, Joint Secretary, Home & Political 
Department Secretariat Dispur, Government of Assam, Guwahati. Besides the Affidavit of Shri R.R. Jha, Director to the 
Gov.ernpent of India, Ministry of Home Affairs has been filed on behalf of the Union of India. 

18. It has been deposed by the witnesses that ULFA has been actively pursuing and indulging in unlawful 
activities with a view to disrupt-peace, sovereignty and integrity of India through an armed struggle in alliance with other 
armed secessionist organizations of the North East Region. Most of the witnesses have also cited specific unlawful and 
violent cases/incidents .to illustrate the active involvement of ULFA in secessionist activities in the State of Assam and 
elsewhese. The witnesses have deposed to the aims and objects of ULFA as per its Constitution, as also to the nature and 
manner of violence indulged by it and the facts of various cases registered. The witnesses on behalf of the State of Assam

have also deposed that despite successive bans which are being imposed on ULFA, the outfit has been indulging in 
various unlawful and violent activities with a view to disrupt peace, sovereignty and integrity of India and to create a deep 
sense of insecurity among the people. The various affidavits show that during the period from 27th November, 2004 to 26th 
November, 7006, the ULFA activists have indulged in 441 incidents including killings, kidnappings, extortion, etc. It has 
been further deposed in the affidavits that during the same period, ULFA militants in a specific time frame triggered off 130 
bomb/grenades blasts in the State taking a total number of 30 lives and causing injuries to 323 persons besides other 
subversive activities. 

19. The affidavits also show that ULFA has been incessantly indulging in various illegal and violent activities, 
establishing a number of training camps within Assam and in the neighboring countries of in Bangladesh and Myanmar. It 
has been deposed that top ULFA leaders are taking shelter in Bangladesh to evade arrest. It has further been deposed that 
after the KHAN operation, some cadres are taking shelter in Bhutan and intelligence Reports reveal that ULFA cadres are 
being imparted training by the Pakistani Intelligence Agency, Inter Services Intelligence (1SI) in addition to being trained by 
their own experts. The affidavits show that ULFA is also maintaining operational understanding with other unlawful 
associations of North Eastern Region namely, Kamatapur Liberation Organisation (KLO), Manipur People’s Liberation 
Front (MPI.I ), Tripura People’s Democratic Front (I'PDF) to secede Assam from India. The ULFA has acquired latest 
sophisticated upgraded light weaponry with enhanced striking capability' from China and other foreign countries. The 
affidavits also show that ULFA activists have been extorting huge amounts of money from Government officials, businessmen, 
tea-garden executives etc. in addition to its acts of kidnapping for ransom. The publicity wfng of ULFA openly publicizes 
its secessionist ideology. 

20. ! he witnesses have proved various FIRs, statements of witnesses, seizure lists, copies of demand/extortion 
letters and statements of accused persons. The witnesses have also proved copies of letters on organizational activities. 

21 A careful analysis of the affidavits of witnesses as also the material placed on record shows that the ULFA has 
been active!} pursuing and indulging in various unlawful activities including killings, kidnappings, extortion, attacks on 
police /security personnel, etc. thereby disrupting peace, sovereignty and integrity oflndia. The evidence led by the Union 
of India and ( iovernment of Assam has remained unrebutted before the Tribunal as there was no evidence/representation 
on behalf of the LI .FA. 

22. in view of the facts and evidence discussed aforesaid, I am of the view that the Union of lndia was fully 
justified in declaring ULFA as an unlawful organization with immediate effect and the same was necessary to prevent 
unlawlul and violent activities indulged by ULFA in furtherance of its aims and objectives. 1 am satisfied that there is 
sufficient cause for declaration of UI .FA as an unlawful organisation by Notification No. S.0.2034 (E) dated 27th November, 
2006. Accordingly, the declaration made by the Union oflndia in the said Notification is confirmed. It is declared and held 
that circumstances existed for the Union of lndia to invoke its powers under the proviso to sub-section (3) of Section 3 of 
the said Act for the Notification to be made applicable w ith immediate effect.
